THE "REBELLION. ‘ 

Through the arrival of the steamship 8. 2. 
Spauldigg at Fortress Monroe, and through a 
letter-written on board Admiral DanLeRen’s flag- 
ship, and published in the Baltimore American 
last evening, we receive advices from the theatre 
of: operations against Charleston to the 4th inst, 
The siege was then progressing satisfactorily in 
every respect, and all were confident of ultimate 
a@uccess. The grand attack on Fort Sumter was 
expected to open in the course of the week, the 
preparetidhs for it being nearly completed. 
Buoys had been located for the Monitors, and the 
position of the Ironsides was within five hundred 
yards of the fort. Qn Morris Island, the guns on 
the naval battery, ‘which is the most advanced* 
one, were tobe mounted on the night of the 3d. 
The enemy were erecting batteries on James 
Isiand, to enfilade our positions, but counter bat- 
teries were also being erected to command them. 
On thé 2d inet., 500 rebels were captured by four 
companies of “Les Enfans Perdus,” on an 
island in the rear of Folly Island... Gen. Gu.- 
moRzr’s troops had been gladdened by the arrival - 
of reinforcements. 

Richmond papers received by us yester- 
day contain matters of great significance. 
Following and emphasizing the appeal of Lug for 
the return of absent soldiers, one hes also been 
issued by Jerr. Davis; He calis upon Confeder- 
ate officers and soldiers to return immedistely to 
their various camps and corps, and promises par- 
don to deserters. Lex is said to have massed his 
troops, and to be ready for another battle. The Ex- 
gaminer thinks it possible one may be fought on the 
line of the Rapidan. There is no later rebel news 
from Charleston. The Ezaminer, however, is in- 
clined to believe the. city will be captured, and 
says ite fail will be the most mortifying and dis- 
estrous event of the war, and a fatal blow to he 
rebel cauee. 


An Atlanta (Ga,) paper says that “a big. raid 
from Rosecrans is at Whiteside,” and expresses 
the opinion that Gen. Rosrorans is moving upon 
Selma. Extensive preparations are being made 
in Georgia to oppose. his movements. 

Capt. McGom1atx, of the Second Indiana caval- 

arrived in Indianapolis on Aug. 4, directly from 
Rosr¢nans’ army, which he left on Sunday 
morning. He says Braag is still at Chattanooga, 
and our forces on this side of the Tennessee 
River-waiting the repair of the railroad bridge. 
The rebels are doing nothing, and so are we. He 
was with the cavalry division that took Hunts- 
ville, Ala., but edy# there was nothing in it when 
it wae. taken. From present appearances the 
Army of the Cumberland is likelyto have an 
easy time of it for a month or two. 


The Nashville Unton, of the 2d inst., says that 
@ gentleman who had just arrived there from 
Chattanooga states that the rebele are making no 
preparations to defend ‘that place, and will fall 
back on Atlanta in a few. days. 


The Louisville Journal has it from the best 
authority that Pe@rnam hag*not recently been in 
Kentucky.. The late invading force was led by 
Scort, who is believed to be at this time eafely 
back .acrose the Cumberland. Scorr owes his 
saiety and that of the mass of his force, to Lieut.- 
Col. Nixow, of the Confederate service, .who, at 
the head of 200'men, gave our troops battle, and 
expcaed himself to certain capture to give Scorr 
time to escape. Nixon (who was formerly editor 
of the*New-Orleans Crescent,) and eight or nine 
other, captured officers were taken to Louisville, 
and thence sent to Johnson’s Island. 


We bave advices from New-Orleans to the Ist 
inst., by the arrival at this port of the steamship 
George Washington. The city is reported by 
our correspondent as dull and hot, though heal- 
thy. ‘The steamer Jberville had arrived at New- 
Orleans, from Vicksburgh on the 23d wlt., ‘with 
the répor; that an impertant mititary and peval 
expedition was being fitted out there. Gen. 
Grant was also organizing negro regiments there; 
A vessel had arrived at New-Orieans from Vera 
Cruz, bringing the ‘report that no American or 
English vessels were. on the coast, as the French 
vessels were seizing everything, English or Amer- 
ican.

Les's armyis a tremendous power'still. Ia 
discipline it is saperior to any Federal army 
in the field; in courage and in generalship 
equal; in numbers little, ifany, inferior.

‘Mrs. Kemble’s Revelations of Slavery— 


Note from * Yeoman.” 

A few years ago, a series of letters ap- 
peared in the Times, signed as the present, 
chiefly descriptive of matters of personal observa- 
tion in the Slave States. The serice really con- 
sisted of two parts, of which the first contained 
Observations made during a Winter's journey, in 
which I had. followed ordinary routes of travel, 
(until near its close,) having been guided chiefly 
by the addresses of the letters of introduction 
with which Thad been by friends, these 
friends being mostly New-York merchants, Be- 
fore I concluded this journey, | satisfied mysel) 
that what I had become most familiar wjth in the 
South was ofa superficial and unusual, if not ex- 
ceptional, character. My interest having been ex- 
Cited to penetrate the real South, I undertook s 
second journey, in which I discarded letters o/ 
introduction and public conveyances as much as 
practicable, and took ‘pains to see, nut invrely that 
which wae recomniended to me as best worth 
seeing, but that which was common, ani not sup 
posed by my friends to be worth seeing by 2 
stranger at all. In respect to the social condition 
of the Southerners, and the economic chara tet 
of Slavery, my observations thus became of some 
positive value, and this was all the value that J 
claimed or intended to present in my /etiers 
They were received, however, by many readers ot 
the Trzs, as revelations of the wicked cruelty o/ 
Slavery, and this was made evident to me at the 
time both by public comments upon them and by 
many letters addressed to me personally by 

upon this subject. This fact led me to
